“For all practical purposes the problem of distribution 
is solved. The plant has lost its scarcity status, as wit- 
nessed by surpluses and-excess capacity, a condition, 
which was becoming ominous long before the depression.” 

He visualizes factories running at part time, workmen 
laid off by the millions; while at the other end, consumers 
cannot secure the goods which the factories produce. 

The net result has been a tremendous washing out of 
wealth, approximate ratio this drop would be from: 

441 billions in 1929 down to 
256 billions in 1932. 

He does not give the figures for Canada, but on the same 

approximate ratio this drop would be from: 
31 billions in 1920 down to 
20 billions in 1932. 

Capitalism must restore this wealth by putting it to | 
work, says Chase. He is not satisfied with Socialism, 
Fascism or Dougles Credit. The process must be experimen- 
tal, he concludes.

“A dogmatic insistence that nothing can be accomplished 
until the profit system is officially abolished and the state is | 
captured by the proletariat, loses point in a surplus economy.”

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The River Danube and 


European Wars 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, KC 


Many, possibly most, of the European wars break out within 
Striking distance of the banks of the River Danube 

There are still Nn existence showing that the Roman 
legions traversed its banks. Turks were with difficulty prevented 


from travelling via the Danube areas to a conquest of all Europe 


It is the avenue most vital to the peace of the world—and well 
worth knowing about 
The chief towns on the Danube are the Black Sea port 
of Sulina, with Galatz ‘confluence of the Sereth), Braila 
Turno-Severin and Orsova (Iron Gates), in Rumania; Russ- 
chuk. Vidin and Lom Palanka in Bulgaria; Belgrade, the capi- 
tal of Yugoslavia; Buda-Pest, the capital of Hungary; Brati 
Slava. in Czechoslovakia; Vienna (the seat of the Commis- 
sion), and Linz, in Austria; Passau and Regensburg, in Bavaria 
and Ulm, in Wurttemburg 
The River Danube is kept open as an international highway 
under control of two commissions; and navigation on the river 
extends from the Black Sea, through seven nations, and seven 


systems of cust houses—until German territories are reached 


in Bavaria and Wurttemburg. So long as a vessel keeps moving 
in the waters of the river, she has free rights of navigation under 
treaty control of the commission; but once she makes a landing, 
the local customs regulations and tariffs of the place of landing 
comes into force
